Modern Sea Fighters. 


The United States will have to spend" several millions to 


brinjj her battleships up to the standard of England and Japan, 
and the conditions permitted by the four-power treaty. Mod- 
ernizing sea fighters is^a matter of annual concern. There 
never was a time in the history of the navies of the world when 
any ship was really modern. The design was as up-to-date as 
engineering skill could make it at the time the keel was laid, 
.but, by the time the ship was actually completed, it was out of 
'date. 
- 
. 
. 


The reason for this is the fact that construction is constantly 


being changed. 
Improvements in construction, armament 


.and emplacement are.being made every day. Only defects 
teach us new methods and the genius of man is always at work 
in the field of destruction as well as in that of construction. 
Old ideas are rapidly becoming obsolete and new-ones insti- 
tuted. By the time a ship is half completed, someone discovers 
where it could have been improved. ' 


Probably no change in sea fighting construction is so marked 


as that of equipment in the fighting line. In the old days, the 
number of guns counted. The ship with 64 guns was consid- 
ered far superior to one of fifty. The reason for that was the 
greater number of shots the one could fire at a broadside than 
the other. In those (toys, ships fought at close .range and, if a 
captain could lash his ship to that of his enemy, he was consid- 
ered the hero of the hour. 


Today,.all that is changed. Number of guns count no 


longer. Range of fire is the determination. A man-of-war 
with ten guns of long range is vastly superior to one of forty 
guns of short range. The former can stand out of the range 
of the latter and pound it to pieces with a couple of guns. The 
work of naval constructors is centered on the idea .of securing 
the greatest range for high power 'guns. This can be accom- 
plished by increasing the displacement of the vessel. 


The reason why shore batteries have greater range than sea 


is the fact of the more stable and resisting base. Naval archi- 
tecture of the world has made wonderful and rapid changes in 
the past half century. The size of guns depends upon the 
ability of the ship to carry them and stability they show in fire. 
tWhile the number of guns will continue to decrease, the size 
of ships will increase, and their cost of construction pile up. 


The Gas Tax. 


Whether we are ready for a tax on gasoline or not, is not 


particularly necessary for consideration at this moment here. 
The main question is: can.we afford such a tax here in New 
Hampshire just at present ? If the entire country or all of New 
England was to levy such a tax., the matter would then be a 
question of policy involving the lone issue of whether such a 
burden should be placed. 


But, here is where the rub comes just at present. Maine and 


Massachusetts do not levy a tax on this commodity. They do 
not show any inclination to do it. From the Maine border to 
that of Massachusetts, by the way of Portsmouth, is less than 
twenty miles. Should New Hampshire levy a two-cent per 
gallon tax, here is what would happen: 


An auto going from Massachusetts to Maine or the other 


way would simply load with gas at the New Hampshire border 
and just over the line-and whiz through this state without buy- 
ing a drop; thus New Hampshire would have the sole privilege 
.of smelling the gas bought in her border states and burned here, 
'it would cut the dealers between the two neighbor states com- 
pletely out of the gasoline trade and be a serious handicap to 
ouHocal garage men. 


Of course, the distance across the state in certain parts is 


greater than here, but the gas tax levy would practically wipe 
out this branch of the garage business in this-state.
